Items and Details Included in Contract Which Has Jus 


Been Awarded to Kansas City Firm Which is to Begin 
Work Oct, 14-Interview With John P, Land) President 
of the Board of Public Service on Water Works, 


As published Wednesday, the con- 


tract for the construction of a munici- 
pal water works plant was awarded 
to the American 
Light and Water 


company of Kansas City, Mo., by the 
Board of Public Service at a price of 
$267_4f2.85. 


But there are many details com- 


prised in the contract that could not 
be given Wednesday. 
The -people of 


course, are interested in these details 
and the Advocate will give them as 
fully as they can .be ascertained so 
far as space will permit. 


An important detail that the Advo- 


cate .was unable to obtain today is the 
proposed distribution of th^ pipes. The 
ma.p prepared by Engineer L. K. Davis 
shows the streets over which the 
pipes, or mains, are proposed to be 
laid, as we'll as those which are not in- 
cluded in the plan of distribution. 


But this map was not at the office 


of the Board of Public Service this 
morning, Engineer Davis having taken 
it, with the plans, to Pittsburug last 
evening.

Mr. Davis will make some' slight 


changes and will 
either 
bring the 


plans to Newark next Monday, or send 
them sooner. 
, 


Mr. J. P. Lamb, .president of the 


Board of Public Service,' said: 


"The 
original plans called for a 


plant which covered every street in 
the city, and even parts of the city 
which are not now built u<p. But it 
was found that such a p.lant would 
cost about a half million dollars, which 
would necessitate the issue of $200,- 
000 additional bonds. 


"The Board 4ad at its disposal $300.^ 
&', ' wTntelT was voted -by the people, 


and no more. Fire protection was the 
first idea and after mthe Board was ad- 
vised to go ahead and construct a 
plant with the money available new 
plans were drawn. 


"When the people voted the $300,- 


000 it was not understood that a filtra- 
tion .plant would be required 
before 


water could be furnished for domestic 
consumption. 
Such a plant, however, 


is required by the State Board of 
Health. 


"The plant which is proposed under 


the contract awarded Wednesday is 
for fire protection. It will include a 
pumping station, and 24 1-2 miles of 
pipe. The present company has a>bout' 
SO miles. There are to be 222 fire 
plugs as against 289 that are now m 
commission."

The time of the meeting will be fixed 
without greater delay* than nesessary 
to permit all the delegates to reach 
The Hague. 


The reply received from Lord Lans- 


downe, foreign secretary of Great Brit- 
ain, to the Russian invitation that 
Great Britain be represented at the 
second peace conference at 
The 


Hague, accepted it in principle but de- 
ferred final decision until more fully 
informed regarding the questions pro- 
posed to be discussed and the scope 
of the conference. 


Russia agreed to Japan's proposal to 


exchange prisoners of war whereby 
1,866 Japanese prisoners in Russia will 
be delivered at some point on the 
western frontier of Russia and 64,000 
Russians will be delivered at the ports 
of Kobe, Nagasaki and Yokohama, 
whence they will be conveyed to Vlad- 
ivostok in. 10 Hussian ^transports now 
interned at-Shanghai and Saigon and 
;wo or three other ships which are 
being sent from Odessa.

Havana, Oct. 5. — When shown the 


statements made by General Jose Mi- 
guel Gomez, who was candidate of the 
Liberal party for the presidency of 
Cuba, upon his arrival in New York, 
President Palma read them carefully 
and returned them with the laconic re- 
mark, "You know very well that these 
things are not true." 


General Andrade., minister of 
in- 


terior, also denied all the allegations 
made by General Gomez in the inter- 
view at New York He says.that no- 
body was in any manner restrained 
from voting at the recent primaries, 
and points out that the original 
strength of the Liberal party dwindled 
rapidly when its leaders used inflam- 
matory language and adopted extreme 
methods; while in the meantime fol- 
lowers of General 
Nunez 
became 


strong allies of the Moderate party, 
rendering the Gomez campaign hope- 
less. There were 34 men arrested by 
guards at San Juan y Martinez, prov- 
ince of Finar Del P.io. charged with 
the seizure of a ballot box, but the ma- 
jority of them were released.

The Italian minister. Orestes Savi-

there is worse than it ever was under 
Spanish rule, even in the most fero- 
cious periods of the Weyler govern- 
ment. 
Financial ruin and dishonor 


face the people, and if things continue 
as they are, the nation will be con- 
verted into one of arbitrary rule. 
I 


am here to rest and breathe the air 
of liberty that is lacking in my own 
country, and for which I have fought 
so long. It has become impossible to 
dare to oppose the government with- 
out risk of one's life and liberty. The 
mayor of Havana has been deprived 
of his office against the law. and the 
whole city council have been dis- 
missed because they were liberals. 
No one dares confess his political 
op.inionsfor fear of assassination. And 
for what is happening in Cuba, the 
United States government has a direct 
responsibility. Palma is enabled to do 
as he is doing only by telling the peo- 
ple every day that ia case of revolu- 
tion or disorder, the United States 
would send troops to punish them and 
to sustain the Palma government. I 
believe if the Plait amendment holds 
the United States government respon- 
sible for order in Cuba it shoulri never 
be taken for supporting the unlawful 
acts of the present government."

EEPLY TO A FEESS CLUB'S TOAST 


Vivid Picture of the Many Fanciful 


Storitu That Have Been Circulated 
About the SayliiK"; DoliiRn, Charac- 
ter *nd Life of "The 
Manxman'*' 


Author, Now VinitinB America. 


Hall Caine, the novelist and drama- 


tist, who recently arrived at New York 
from Europe, says that one of the ob 
jects of his visit to the United States it- 
to revolutionize the business of book 
publication and distribution. A short 
time ago Mr. Caine was the chief guesti 
of the North Lancashire Press club at 
their annual excursion to the Isle of 
Man, 
and in reply to the toast of his 


health be made the following speech, 
says the New Orleans Times-Democrat: 


"Tbe gentleman who has proposed 


the toast of my health has bind kind 
and generous things about me. Jour- 
nalists never say anything but kind 
and generous things about me. If that 
sounds strange to meu like yourselves, 
•who are familiar with tbe many things 
that cannot be called kind and gener- 
ous which are sometimes said iu news- 
papers about the person whose name I 
bear, I would assure you that these 
things are said about my double, not 
about me. 


"We have heard a good deal about 


men's doubles of late and how much 
the poor originals suffer Jrom them. 
May an old newspaper mail make bold 
to tell you that the worst doubles pub- 
lic men suffer from are their doubles in 
the newspapers! Every public man 
realizes this, and even a semipublic 
man like myself knows a little about it. 


"The matter is not one of national 


Importance, but since you have done 
me tbe honor to make rne the guest of 
your press club you may be amused to 
hear -what a semipublic man has suf- 
fered from the double which has clog- 
ged him in the newspapers for fifteen 
or twenty years. Whether my other me 
bears any resemblance to the person 
•who stands before you it is for you to 
say when I have told my tale. 


"First, my other me is a shocking 


etory teller in both senses. He is con 
stantly saying as for me what I have 
never said and -writing in my name 
•what I have never written. 
This 


•wouldn't matter if his words -were sane 
and good, but they are nearly always 
insane and silly. I have found it quito 
impossible to contradict him, and 1 
have long ceased to try. His lies go on 
and oh, and it is useless to attempt to 
overtake them. An American humorist 
says truly that a lie will travel round 
the world -while the truth is pulling on 
its boots. 


"My other me is as vain as a pea 


cock. Occasionally he makes parallels 
between himself and Dickens, Thack- 
eray and Fielding, but his ego mania is 
capable of comparisons more appalling 
even than that. When I first went to 
America he told an astonished public 
out of my own mouth that my head 
resembled Shakespeare's and my face 
resembled Christ's. Naturally I con- 
cluded that nobody in his senses would 
take this amazing American pleasantry 
seriously, but it was repeated in se- 
date English newspapers, and it still 
turns up occasionally in journals that 
are not conducted in Coluey Hatch. 


"My other me in the newspapers is a 


shameless literary Barnum, who not 
only writes anonymous paragraphs 
about himself, but procures other peo- 
ple to write about him, Tvhich seems to 
be an, asinine thing to do, seeing that 
they nearly always write unkindly, set- 
ting him up as a sort of Aunt Sally for 
any quacksalver to shy at. On one oc- 
casion the reputable editor of a reputa- 
ble weekly journal in London publish- 
ed under my signature an article about 
myself of which I had not written on* 
sentence or one word, as it appeared, 
and on another page a caricature of a 
grotesque person, supposed to be me, 
posting an envelope at a pillar box ad- 
dressed 'Editor* and saying. '1 -wonder 
bo\v these things get into tbe newspa- 
pers!' 


"Jly other me is a shocking old Shy- 


lock. When I bought my house in the 
Isle of Man it was said in a certain 
Saturday paper that 1 had procured it 
at a preposterously low price by beat 
ing down to the last penny a widow 
•who formerly owned it 
And when 


the lamentable bank failure involved 
our island in something bordering on 
bankruptcy it \vas alleged that I took 
advantage of the necessities of poor 
perishing farmers to buy up iand OH 
ridiculous terms and to lend money at

JAPANESE AFTER THE 
WAR. 


Danecrn of Financial Situation aa 


Viewed !»• Native Editor. 


Japanese publicists are already alive 


to the inevitable changes in the social 
conditions of tbeir country likely to bo 
brought about by the war, says tbe 
London Spectator. The editor of the 
Mainichi Sbiinbun, who is also a depu- 
ty to the Japanese parliament, con- 
tributes to the last number of the Eu- 
ropean a striking article in -which he 
forecasts the effect of the great na- 
tional struggle on tbe national spirit. 
His chief point is that it will exert a 
democratizing influence on the people. 
After the war is ended every soldier 
will remember that he hns done his 
country service,'' and when the men 
return to tbeir homes "they will think 
little of social distinctions—they will 
weigh all tbeir fellow subjects in1 the 
same balance." 


In spite of this equalizing tendency 


tbe writer anticipates that ecouomic 
changes coiiseciuent on the war will 
widen the gulf between rich and poor. 
"In a word, while public opinion tends 
toward equality, the financial situation 
will tend to create a social abyss.'1 
Hence he appeals to the governing 
classes to mitigate the dangers of the 
situation by an extension of the fran- 
chise—the expedient adopted by the 
British government after 1813 and by 
Germany after 1870. 


WIRELESS DEVICE ON AUTO. 


Millionaire'* Scheme to Keep Wine as 


to -Stocks While Speeding. 


By a clever adaptation of the wire- 


less telegraphy principle Major Wil- 
liam R. Wetmore of Alleuhurst, X. J. 
a millionaire and one of the oldest 
members of the New York Yacht club 
Is able to keep himself posted on stock 
quotations and ticker news while on 
automobile rides in the country, says 
the New York American. 


He and Station Master Gerner of Al- 


lenlnirst have invented a transmitter 
and receiver by which Major Wetmore 
Cf«i learn of the fluctuations of the 
market at any time during the day. 


Tho transmitter is placed at the rail- 


road station, and messages for the ma- 
jor are flashed from it as soon as re- 
ceived. 
Two rough pieces of board 


with copper wire strung across them 
so that the affair looks like a badly 
shaped aeolian harp, is the machine 
used bj' the station master to send the 
quotations. 


In the automobile in which Major Wet- 


more rides is a receiver that bears a 
very close resemblance to a telephone 
receiver, while there is an instrument 
fixed to tbe bottom of the car to catch 
the fleeting wireless messages. 


B*traorillnnry Precantlonii Taken to 


Protect Men In Battle. 


Surgeon General S. Suzuki of the 1m- 
erlal Japanese navy in hl.s recent nd- 
rosB at Detroit before (lie fourteenth 
•on\«-iition of military surgeons of tbe 
United States made what wan declared 
jy Medical Director Joseph S. Wise of 
he I'nltfd States navy to lie the most 
aluable contribution of modern times 
o naval surgery. He described in de- 
tail the surgical methods used in tbe 
Japanese fleet. He told how surgeons, 
before every engagement, carefully iu- 
pected the eyes of all gunners on the 
warships, bow the ears of every man 
n the fieot were plugged wltb cotton 
before the firing began and bow Ad- 
miral Togo fought his fleet from the 
compass bridge of the Mikasa instead 
of the conning tower. Dr. Suzuki said: 


"Much of our success in the treat- 


ment of wounds I ascribe to the fact 
hat before every engagement I ordered 
each member of the crew to bathe and 
put on perfectly clean underclothing. 
In a great many shot wounds frag- 
ments of clothing are carried into the 
body, and our insistence upon clean un- 
derclothing prevented many cases of 
Wood poisoning among our wounded. 


"Our experience during the war prov- 


ed that the conning tower of a warship 
is a most dangerous situation. Frag- 
ments of shell penetrate through the 
slits in the tower made to furnish tbe 
commanding officer a range of vision 
and do great damage. Healizing this 
fact, Admiral Togo in all the naval en- 
gagements directed his fleet from the 
compass bridge of tbe Mikasa without 
receiving at any time the slightest 
wound. 


'The vision of the men who fire tbe 


guns on a warship must necessarily be 
of the very bsst if tbeir shots are to 
count. Before every engagement the 
surgeons in the Japanese fleets exam 
ined carefully the eyes of all the gun 
ners. Any of them found witu slight 
impairment of vision were treated, and 
if the Impairment -was too grave to 
yield to immediate treatment they 
were transferred to another station 
and their-places filled by men -whose 
eyes were perfect. 


"During engagements every battery 


crew was supplied with water in which 
a 1 per cent solution of borac% acid 
had been mixed to wash out their eyes 
•when they became affected by powder 
smoke or dust. We also issued to every 
man in tbe fleets before going into ac- 
tion cotton wool with which to plug h'i 
ears 'and thereby prevent rupture of 
the eardrums by the concussion of the 
gun fire.

Disastrous results from irrigation in 


the Imperial valley in southern Cali- 
fornia were predicted the other night 
by George Y. Wisner of Detroit, an 
engineer and member or the interna- 
tional 
water-ways commission. Mr 


Wisner was speaking before the De- 
troit Engineering society, says a De- 
troit dispatch. 


"Within twenty years thousands o) 


people who have taken up government 
lands in the Imperial valley will 
driven "out by water, tbeir homes anc 
fields forming the bottom of an im 
inense inland sea," he said. 


"The cause of the coming catastro 


phe is poor engineering in diverting 
the course of the Colorado river for 
irrigation purposes. The river has cu 
into the banks of its new course to 
such an extent tliat nearly all of the 
Colorado river flaws down into the 
valley,. The engineers realize the dan 
ger, but after many frantic efforts 
have failed to change the river's course 
back to its old bed. 


"Not for twenty years will tbe evap 


oration down there be equal to the in 
flow into the valley. By that time .• 
million acres of the valley, which i; 
from 00 to 205 feet below'the sea level 
will be covered by an inland sea."

KEEN INTEREST 


Taken in Probable Formation of New 


European Alliance as War is 


Now Over. 


Paris, Oct. 5.*— Chancelleries here 


and throughout Europe are taking the 
Keenest interest fa the possible and 
even probable formation, of a new Eu- 
ropean alliance consequent upon the 
termination of the war and the conclu- 
sion of a closer Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance. This has advanced beyond dis- 
cussion in the newspapers and has al-. 
ready reached the stage of direct dip- 
inatic soundings. The' various pro- 
posed realignment of European powers 
are divided into three main move- 
ments: First, British inclination to- 
ward an accord with Russia; second, 
a German-Russian movement for an 
sliiance offsetting the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance: third, Russo-Germ^n over- 
tures to induce France to join the lat- 
ter grouping. Great Britain's desire 
for 
rapprochement 
with 
Russia 


brought about the suggestion 
that 


Great Britain is ready to give fuller 
recognition to Russia's privileged posi- 
tion in southern Turkey, notably at 
Constaniinople and along the Bospho- 
rus. Russia's ambitions in that direc- 
tion heretofore encountered strong op- 
position in England. The view in 
French official quarters is distinctly 
favorable to an Anglo-Russian rap- 
prochement. Concerning the proposed 
German-Russian agreement, strong el- 
ements in both countries favor an a< 
conl as z. counterpoise to tie Angli 
Japanese alliance.

The state board is a representative 
ody of the business men of Ohio and 
s engaged in some most important 
vork, to improve the laws so that 
his state may be the best in the union 
n which to do business and enjoy the 
ruits of honest toil. It has 
about 


500 members. The board will have 
rom 3000 to 5000 members by the end 
f the year and will be in a position 
o do a great deal of good for the 
jest interests of the citiens 
of the 


tate. 
The committees ef the board are 


working upon six important and vital 
jropositions, viz.: an amendment to 
he constitution making possible a re- 
rision of taxation laws to eliminate 
double taxation and provide for home 
rule in taxation; a code of banking 
aws creating a state department of 
ranking, requiring examination and 
regulation of all financial institutions 
holding state charters; a bill making 
mandatory the" depositing of all pub- 
ic funds in banks so: as to safeguard 
them and also to derive additional 
revenue in the shape of interest; a bill 
:o regulate the employment of chil- 
dren and place this state in the front 
rank along these lines; a bill to 
amend the statutes' so as to prevent 
an abuse of the right of a stockholder 
to examine and inspect books and 
records and to allow domestic corpor- 
ations the same rights and privileges 
as foreign corporations doing business 
in Ohio; and a bill to create the de- 
gree of certified public accountant so 
as to make possible the examination 
and auditing of public and private 
records and accounts by competent and 
capable accountants, holding a certifi- 
cate from the state. 
- 


These bills., must be submitted to 


the membership of the state board, and 
to the citizens of Ohio through th 
newspapers, in order that by criticism 
they may be made the best possible 
measures obtainable, before being pre 
sented to the next legislature, conven 
ing in January, 1906. It is the duty 
of every patriotic citizen to inform 
himself concerning the same.
